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Quincy’s  Growing  Asian  Population: 

Income,  Housing,  and  Prejudice

Nearly  one  in  every  four  residents  in  Quin¬ 
cy,  Massachusetts  is  now  Asian,  according 
to  the  2010  U.S  Census  data,  and  along 
with  this  development,  Asians  have  the 
highest  median  household  income  in  the 
city  of  Quincy.  However,  census  data  also 
suggests  that  Asians  in  Quincy  have  the 
lowest  median  income  per  capita,  raising 
the  question  as  to  just  how  well  the  in¬ 
creasing  Asian  population  is  assimilating 
in  the  Quincy  community,  as  well  as  immi¬ 
grant  issues  such  as  illegal  housing  and  the 
language  barrier. 


Historically  a  district  made  up  of  predomi¬ 
nantly  Irish  and  Italian  residents,  Quincy 
City  is  located  roughly  five  miles  south  of 
Boston,  where  the  Asian  community  earns 
less  than  half  as  much  in 
median  household  income  ($38,724),  and 
ranks  second  overall,  after  the  white  com¬ 
munity  -  who  earn  $65,538  on  average.

But,  the  1980s  signaled  a  change  for  Quin¬ 
cy  as  a  large  population  of  Asian  immi¬ 
grants  began  moving  into  area.  Yet,  despite 
a  well-documented  record  of  racial  tension 
and  ethnic  incidents,  Quincy's  Asian  popu¬ 
lation  is  still  growing  -  quickly.

The  first  wave  of  Asian  immigrants  into 
Quincy  have  given  way  to  the  second  gen¬ 
eration  of  Asians,  whom  have  both  been 
raised  in  Quincy  and  gone  to  school  in 
the  area,  that  are  more  acclimated  to  the 
"American  way."  Nowadays,  many  Asian 
households  have  at  least  one  member 
that  speaks  fluent  English,  making  both 
communication  between  government  and 
neighbor  easier. 

Throw  in  the  fact  that  this  second  gen¬ 
eration  of  immigrant  and  non-  immigrant 
children  has  grown  up  together,  the  Asian 
population’s  assimilation  into  the  Quincy 
community  "can  serve  as  a  model  for  di¬ 
versity,"  according  to  Betty  Yau, 
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It  is  important  to  note  that  Asians  in  Quincy 
earn  the  least  in  per  capita  income 

Assistant  to  Quincy  Mayor  Thomas  P.  Koch 
and  the  office’s  Asian  constituent  service 
liaison.  "We're  not  looking  to  be  another 
Chinatown  here,"  she  added.  "In  fact,  who 
needs  a  Chinatown  if  we  are  one  commu¬ 
nity.  There  is  only  one  community  -  the- 
Quincy  community." 

The  Numbers 

Today,  Quincy’s  Asian  population  is  thirty 
times  larger  than  it  was  in  1980,  when  the 
noticeable  migration  of  Asians  into  the 
area  began  to  take  place.  According  to  the 
2010  census  data,  Asians  currently  make 
up  24  percent  of  Quincy’s  total  population, 
equating  to  22,174  Asians  in  a  total  popu¬ 
lation  of  92,271. 

In  the  last  20  years,  16,597  new  Asians 
have  moved  into  Quincy,  adding  to  the 
5,577  that  were  already  living  in  the  area 
in  1990.  In  2000,  the  Asian  population  in 
Quincy  had  already  reached  13,546. 

In  the  same  period,  between  2000  and 
2010,  the  number  of  Whites  in  Quincy  has 
decreased,  falling  from  70,066  ten  years 
ago  to  a  current  total  of  62,098. 


The  recent  trend  shows  a  decreasing  White 
population  and  an  increasing  Asian  popula¬ 
tion 

One  Token  Theory 

In  the  case  of  Quincy’s  Asian  boom,  the 
most  established  theory  as  to  why  Asians 
chose  Quincy  specifically  lies  in  the  form  of 
a  single  subway  token.  According  to  John 
Brothers,  Executive  Director  of  Quincy 
Asian  Resources  Inc.  (QARI)  -  a  non-profit 

organization  that  provides  English  les¬ 
sons,  organizes  cultural  events,  and  con¬ 
nects  immigrants  with  public  services 
such  as  healthcare  and  housing,  when  Chi¬ 
nese  immigrants  in  the  1980s  had  saved 
up  enough  money  from  working  in  restau¬ 
rants  in  Boston’s  Chinatown,  the  tendency 
was  to  look  for  an  affordable  location  to 
buy  a  home.  .  , 


In  those  days,  the  subway  ran  on  a  token 
system  (the  number  of  tokens  dependent 
on  the  distance  travelled),  and  the  MBTA 
Red  Line’s  convenient  access  to  China¬ 
town,  as  well  as  North  Quincy  and 
Wollaston  stations  being  single  token  des¬ 
tinations,  meant  Quincy  became  an  attrac¬ 
tive  place  to  purchase  a  home. 


Highlighted  are  the  areas  around  North  Quin¬ 
cy  and  Wollaston  stations,  as  well  as  Han¬ 
cock  Street  -  all  hotbeds  of  Asian  activity 

"That’s  what  makes  Quincy  quite  differ¬ 
ent,"  said  Betty  Yau.  "We're  homeowners 
here,  so  there’s  less  desire  to  pick  up  and 
leave." 


Hancock  Street,  the  artery  through  Quincy 
in  which  the  Red  Line  travels  through,  also 
happens  to  be  the  focus  of  the  majority  of 
the  Asian  activity  -  in  terms  of  housing, 
recreation  and  dining. 

"You’ll  find  that  right  around  the  subway 
stations,  as  well  as  the  road  junctions  near 
subway  station  (such  as  the  intersection  of 
Hancock  Street  and  Beale  Street)  are  the 
busiest  in  terms  of  the  Asian  community 
,’’  said  Brothers.  "It  has  a  lot  to  do  with  the 
easy  access  to  public  transportation." 

Illegal  Housing  and  the  Quincy 
Task  Force 

In  2009,  an  Iraqi  immigrant,  living  in 
Quincy  with  his  two  children,  was  killed  in 
a  house  fire.  Because  the 
unit  they  were  living  in  did  not  conform  to 
housing  regulations  -  the  unit  did  not  have 
an  emergency  exit-  the  family  was  not 
able  to  escape.  As  a  result,  Quincy  Mayor 
Koch  put  together  a  task  force,  armed  with 
translators;  to  investigate  every  suspected 
case  of  illegal  housing  that  was  reported.

Shaughnessy  calmly 
drove  to  the  basket,  made  the  shot  and  was  fouled.  He  made  the  one-shot  free-throw 
which  put  his  team  up  by  five  points.  The  North  End  then  attempted  a  three  point  shot 
and  missed.  Chinatown  grabbed  the  rebound  and  a  foul  was  called.  Chinatown  went  back 
to  the  line  and  made  one  of  two  free  throws.  The  final  score  was  29  to  23.

Avoid  Green  Card 
Lottery  Fraud

Have  you  or  someone  you  know  recently  receive  an 
e-mail  claiming  you  have  won  the  Green  Card  lot¬ 
tery  and  asking  you  to  send  or  wire  money?  Do  not 
fall  for  it  -  the  sender  is  trying  to  steal  your  money! 

One  particular  common  fraud  email  asks  recipi¬ 
ents  to  wire  $879  per  applicant/family  member  via 
Western  Union  to  an  individual  (the  name  varies)  in 
London,  United  Kingdom.  The  fraudsters  often  use 
the  street  address  30  Leicester  Square,  London 
WC2H  7LA,  United  Kingdom,  but  we  have  seen  oth¬ 
er  addresses,  including  24  Grosvenor  Square  (the 
address  of  the  US  Embassy  in  London).  They  have 
also  varied  the  amount  requested  per  victim  (we 
have  seen  $880,  $819  and  most  recently  $879  re¬ 
quested  per  victim)  -  and  are  likely  to  continue  to 
do  so. 

The  email  come  from  a  variety  of  email  addresses 
designed  to  impersonate  the  U.S.  State  Depart¬ 
ment.  We  have  seen  fraud  email  addresses  ending 
in  @greencard-org.com,  @usafis-org.com,  @usa-dv- 
gov.org,  @dip!omats.com,  @usa.com,  @usa-lottery- 
gov.org,  @post.com,  @dv-state.com,  and  there  are 
likely  many  more  false  addresses. 

If  you  receive  this  type  of  email,  do  not  respond  to 
the  sender.  Forward  any  fraud  email  requesting  you 
wire  money  via  Western  Union  to  spoof@wester- 
nunion.com  or  report  it  by  calling  1-800-448-1492. 
Also  report  any  fraud  emails  to  the  Internet  Crime 
Complaint  Center  and  the  Federal  Trade  Commis¬ 
sion  online  or  by  calling  1-877-FTC-HELP  (1-877- 
3824357). 

Fraudsters  will  frequently  e-mail  potential  victims 
posing  as  State  Department  or  other  government 
officials  with  requests  to  wire  or  transfer  money  on¬ 
line  as  part  of  a  “processing  fee."  You  should  never 
transfer  money  to  anyone  who  emails  you  claiming 
that  you  have  won  the  Diversity  Visa  (DV)  lottery  or 
been  selected  for  a  Green  Card.  The  Department  of 
State  does  not  notify  successful  DV  applicants  by 
letter  or  email. 

These  fraudulent  e-mails  are  designed  to  steal 
money  from  unsuspecting  victims.  The  senders 
often  use  phony  e-mail  addresses  and  logos  de¬ 
signed  to  make  them  look  like  official  government 
correspondence.  One  easy  way  to  tell  that  an  email 
is  a  fraud  is  that  it  does  not  end  with  a  “.gov".

Teen  Voices:  What  is  your  job  as  an  ad¬ 
missions  director?

Then  after  that,  once  we 
accept  students,  we  spend  time  recruit¬ 
ing  those  students,  trying  to  encourage 
them  to  enroll  at  Emerson. 

Teen  Voices:  As  part  of  your  job,  what  is 
it  like  to  turn  people  away? 


Sara  :  It’s  hard!  Because  there  are  times 
when  we  meet  students  that  we  really 
like  and  really  connect  with,  and  then  for 
one  reason  or  another  we're  not  able  to 
admit  them.  If  there’s  a  particular  weak¬ 
ness,  like  their  grades  aren’t  what  they 
should  be,  we  might  encourage  them  to 
take  some  classes  somewhere  else,  like 
at  a  community  college,  and  then  reap¬ 
ply  as  a  transfer  student. 

• 

Teen  Voices:  Can  it  be  hard  making 
those  decisions  either  accepting  or  reject¬ 
ing  students? 

Sara  :  Definitely.  It  can  be  like  splitting 
hairs!  Last  year  we  received  a  little  over 
5,000  applications,  and  we  admitted 
about  45  percent.  Which  means  that 
we’re  not  admitting  55  percent,  so  over 
half  of  the  students  are  not  admitted. 
Not  all  of  the  students  will  be  denied 
admission,  because  we  also  have  a  wait 
list.  And  if  there’s  room  then  we’ll  take 
students  off  of  the  wait  list. 

Teen  Voices:  When  you're  reviewing  an 
application  is  there  any  particular  thing 
that  you  put  a  lot  of  emphasis  on? 

Sara  :  I  think  academic  preparedness, 
how  you  have  done  in  high  school,  the 
grades  you've  received,  and  the  stu¬ 


dent’s  writing  ability  are  all  important 
because  in  college  classes  there’s  a  lot 
of  writing  involved.  We  also  look  at  what 
we  call  personal  match,  meaning  if  stu¬ 
dents  have  been  involved  in  activities 
that  particularly  relate  to  their  major. 
Teen  Voices:  What  type  of  advice  would 
you  give  to  teens  thinking  about  applying 
to  colleges  or  looking  at  colleges? 

Sara  :  I  think  the  process  of  looking  at 
colleges  is  about  knowing  yourself.  Be¬ 
fore  you  start  the  process  think  about 
what  you  want  in  a  college.  The  more 
self-aware  you  are,  the  easier  it  is  going 
to  be  to  find  schools  that  fit  your  need. 
Another  thing  is  to  keep  an  open  mind 
during  this  process.  There's  no  one  best 
school.  The  best  school  for  you  might 
not  be  the  best  for  someone  else.  When 
you're  looking  at  colleges  just  know  that 
even  though  the  school  might  have  a  big 
name  or  you  may  have  heard  about  it 
because  your  friends  have  gone  there,  it 
might  not  be  the  best  school  for  you. 

Teen  Voices:  Let's  say  a  teen  decides 
not  to  go  to  college  straight  out  of  high 
school.  What  do  admissions  officers  look 
for  in  a  student  who  decides  to  go  back 
to  school  later  on  in  life,  after  working  or 
after  having  a  child? 


Sara  :  1  think  that  we're  still  going  to 
look  at  what  your  academic  preparation 
was  in  high  school  and  if  it  wasn’t  stel¬ 
lar  then  we  would  encourage  that  you 
take  a  couple  of  classes  elsewhere.  But 
usually  it’s  better  during  the  transition 
to  take  classes  for  a  year  or  so  and  then 
go  full  time.  If  you're  working  full  time 
it  will  be  very  difficult  to  work  and  go  to 
school.  You  probably  are  going  to  have  to 
do  one  or  the  other  part-time. 

Teen  Voices:  Once  a  student  is  in  college, 
what  is  the  biggest  thing  she  should  be 
prepared  for? 

Sara  :  I  think  that  a  lot  of  times  students 
may  have  received  As  and  Bs  in  high 
school  and  they  come  to  college  and 
think  it's  going  to  be  a  piece  of  cake  and 
that  they’re  going  to  receive  the  same 
grades  without  doing  much  work.  It’s 
not  true.  I  think  that  classes  are  more 
challenging  in  college.

Quincy's  High  Schools  and  Racial 
Tension 

Quincy  has  two  high  schools,  North  Quincy 
High  School  and  Quincy  High  School.  As  of 
the  2010  census  data,  North  Quincy  High 
School  has  an  Asian  student  population 
that  makes  up  32%  of  the  total  -  mainly 
second  generation  American-born  Asians, 
where  Quincy  High  School  is  directed 
more  toward  the  new  immigrant  and  Eng¬ 
lish-  as-a-second-language  (ELL)  classes. 


Both  Liang  and  Ly  said  that  the  racial  prej¬ 
udice  and  fighting  stopped  around  junior 
year  of  High  School. 

"I  don't  know  why  that  was,"  said  Ly.  "May¬ 
be  everybody  just  got  older?" 

But  the  racism  directed  toward  Asians 
wasn't  just  confined  to  the  schoolyard.  Ly 
tells  of  many  stories,  while  working  at  a 
Hannaford's  supermarket  in  her  teens,  of 
elderly  women  telling  Ly  to  "go  back  to  her 
country."

"The  goal  of  the  task  force  wasn’t  to  pun¬ 
ish  those  who  were  not  complying  to  the 
regulations,"  said  Yau.  "We  understood 
that  culture,  as  well  as  the  language  barri¬ 
er  made  things  difficult  to  understand  for 
landlords,  especially  if  they  were  Asian." 

According  to  Yau,  many  of  the  Chinese 
immigrants  that  had  bought  houses  and 
turned  their  basements  into  six  or  seven 
small  units  were  not  accustomed  to  regu¬ 
lations  within  their  own  homes.  "In  China, 
if  you  buy  a  house,  you  can  do  whatever 
you  want  with  it,  but  that’s  not  the  case 
here,”  she  said. 

"Money  has  also  been  tough  for  immi¬ 
grants,"  said  Brothers.  "But  even  more  so 
in  times  of  economic  turmoil.  It’s  only  nat¬ 
ural  that  people  find  a  way  to  make  some 
extra  money  -  immigrant  or  not.” 

To  date,  nearly  200  illegal  housing  units 
have  been  uncovered  by  the  task  force. 

"The  task  force  did  their  job.  I  think  a  lot 
of  the  Chinese  immigrants  are  scared  to  do 
things  like  [construct  illegal  units  in  base¬ 
ments]  now,”  said  Tony  Liang,  co-owner  of 
Fuji  1546  restaurant  on  Hancock  Street. 
Liang  moved  to  Quincy  from  China  when 
he  was  three-years-old,  and  has  been  in 
the  area  ever  since.  “That’s  probably  why 
there  aren’t  as  many  cases  reported  any¬ 
more." 


Tony  Liang  and  his  cousin,  Bonnie  Ly,  both 
attended  North  Quincy  High  School  be¬ 
tween  1996  and  2001. 


Sunshine  Travel  provides  bus  service  from 
Quincy's  Kam  Man  Supermarket  to  Boston's 
Chinatown.  The  link  between  the  two  areas  is 
still  strong. 

"We  were  the  first  generation  of  Asian  kids 
to  go  to  school  in  Quincy,"  said  Ly.  "Our  par¬ 
ents  had  bought  a  house  and  moved  to  the 
area,  and  we  were  living  their  American 
Dream.  Being  the  first  Asians  some  of  the 
White  kids  had  ever  seen  meant  there  was 
bullying  and  racism  for  a  while." 

"The  worst  of-  the  racism  probably  oc¬ 
curred  in  high  school,"  said  Liang.  "Some¬ 
times  a  large  group  of  Asian  kids  would 
fight  with  a  large  group  of  White  kids  af¬ 
terschool.  Then  [the  fighting]  would  some¬ 
times  spill  into  school  the  next  day." 

"It  usually  starts  with  little  racist  slurs,  like 
Ching-Chong  Ching-Chong,"  said  Ly.  "Little 
things  like  that  would  often  lead  into  big 
fights." 


"1  remember  one  time  an  elderly  woman 
said,  ‘How  come  my  son  has  to  sleep  on 
my  couch  and  can’t  get  a  job,  and  they  give 
jobs  to  people  who  can't  even  speak  Eng¬ 
lish?”'  said  Ly,  who  speaks  fluent  English, 
and  says  she  has  done  so  since  primary 
school. 

"Perhaps  the  older,  more  racist  generation 
is  dying  off  and  that’s  why  we  see  less  of 
the  racism  handed  down,"  said  Ly. 

The  "Diversity  Model" 

One  of  the  unique  aspects  of  Quincy’s 
Asian  population  is  its  homogeneity  -  the 
majority  of  the  population  coming  from 
the  Cantonese-speaking  regions  of  South¬ 
ern  China  and  Hong  Kong,  according  to 
Yau.  She  sees  Quincy  developing  into  the 
"Diversity  Model"  -  a  city  where  the  Asian 
population  successfully  assimilates  into 
the  larger  community. 

"[Being  a  mainly  Cantonese-speaking 
Asian  population]  makes  it  easier  for  us 
in  local  government  to  establish  activities 
that  help  assimilate  the  Asian  community 
into  the  Quincy  community  as  a  whole," 
she  said. 

According  to  Yau,  a  common  question 
posed  to  her  by  the  non-immigrant  popu- 


"It’s  difficult  for  the  immigrant  Asian  to  get 
out  of  the  survival  mode  -  working  seven 
days  a  week,  paying  the  bills  etc. 

-  and  get  out  to  participate  in  events  like 
the  Thanksgiving  celebrations,”  Yau  said. 
"I  mean,  where  do  the  immigrants  find  the 
time?" 

Wanting  to  reach  a  larger  audience,  Yau 
started  her  own  Cantonese-speaking  tele¬ 
vision  show  that  caters  to  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  in  Quincy,  highlighting  local  events 
and  issues  that  are  relevant  to  more  than 
just  the  Asians. 

"The  program  is  all  volunteer-driven.  If 
you  are  the  cameraman  on  an  episode, 
you’re  going  to  get  your  family  members 
and  friends  to  watch  it,"  Yau  said.  "We  hope 
to  reach  as  many  people  as  possible  with 
word-of-mouth." 

With  incidences  of  racism  and  prejudice 
declining,  it  appears  as  though  the  Asian 
community  is  assimilating  -  whether  they 
know  it  or  not. 

"As  I've  gotten  older,  I’ve  definitely  seen 
less  racism,"  said  Liang.  "Since  I’ve  been 
here,  the  Asian  community  has  grown  to 
be  an  important  part  of  the  community. 
We  provide  restaurants  and  services,  and 
contribute  to  the  society.

Feng  Shui's  motto  is  "Taste,  Qual¬ 
ity  and  Style"  and  they  deliver  it  in 
spades.  It  is  off  Route  9  (west  bound 
next  to  Chuck  E  Cheese)  801  Worces¬ 
ter  St,  Natick,  MA  with  other  locations 
in  Cohasset  and  Chelmsford  with 
fourth  location  in  Tyngsboro  on  the 
way.  Named  after  the  study/science 
mix  of  Chinese  Astronomy  and  Earth, 
Feng  Shui  diners  are  welcomed  into 
a  dining  with  soothing  muted  col¬ 
ors,  various  rooms  and  relaxing  at¬ 
mosphere.  Plus  there  is  an  extensive 
menu  with  hibachi,  sushi,  mixing  the 
best  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  cuisine. 


For  starters,  the  Minced  Chicken  with 
Pine  Nuts  with  hoisin  sauce  (Chinese 
glaze/dipping  sauce)  and  lettuce 
leaves  ($9)  came  out.  The  hoisin  sauce 
mixed  well  with  the  chicken  mixture 
and  the  crispy  lettuce  leaf  gave  a  nice 
crunchy  accent.

($13)  has  tempura  shrimp,  tobiko, 
with  snow  crab  and  mayo  along  with 
tempura  ake  (inside/out).  Both  rolls 
were  fresh  and  delicious.  Their  ver¬ 
sion  of  General  Gau’s  ($12)  has  ten¬ 
der  breaded  bite  sized  chicken  pieces 
in  an  orangey  and  slightly  spicy  sauce 
garnished  with  steamed  broccoli 
crowns.  Caterpillar  Roll  filled  with 
unagi  (eel)  and  covered  with  avocado 
is  satisfying  combo  that  is  both  rich 
and  creamy. 

A  buffet  is  available  during  lunch  time 
from  Monday  to  Saturday  and  all  day 
on  Sunday.  Though  the  choices  were  a 
little  limited,  all  the  choices  are  very 
fresh,  appealing  with  sashimi,  hot  en¬ 
trees,  dumplings  -  ha  gor  (shrimp) 
and  shumai  (pork  and  shrimp).  Com¬ 


plimentary  soup  choices  of  miso,  won 
ton  and  hot  sour  are  included.  For 
only  $5  more,  one  stir  fried  lobster 
is  available:  with  black  bean  sauce  or 
ginger  scallion  style. 


A  perfect  ending  was  the  Flute  Limon- 
cello  ($6),  a  parfait  that  was  refresh¬ 
ing,  light,  tart  and  delicious.  The  meal 
satisfied  used  no  MSG,  and  unlike 
other  Chinese  restaurants  light  hand¬ 
ed  on  their  use  of  oil.  After  a  few  re¬ 
peated  visits,  the  food  is  consistently 
fresh,  delicious,  with  excellent  hospi¬ 
tality  and  service.  Feng  Shui  delivers 
an  enjoyable  dining  experience  eating 
quality  Asian  Fusion  cuisine.
